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REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 





The past year has been the most eventful one for a long 
time in the history of the town. The completion and dedication of 
the new Town Hall gives the town a building that has long been 
needed, and, with the Union Hall and Talbot’s Memorial Building 
at North Billerica, this town will compare very favorably with other 
county towns in regard to public halls. 

The Lowell and Suburban Street Railway Company have 
extended their tracks to the Centre, and there are good prospects of 
continuing them to Burlington and Woburn line the coming season 
and in the near future to Bedford. 

A franchise was granted to the Reading and Lowell Street 
Railway Company from Billerica Centre to Wilmington line. 
Although it was not expected the cars would run before spring, the 
company was able to build the road and run the cars through 
the winter. 

The highway from Sprague bridge to Chelmsford line has 
been widened and straightened, as ordered by the County Commis- 
sioners, and the road accepted by them. The, road from the Ford- 
way bridge to Jones’ Corner has been laid out by the Commissioners 
and the bounds established. An appropriation will be asked for to 
complete the work. , 

The question of asking for a State highway in or through the 
town is being agitated. This is of so much importance that it 
seems proper to us that the town should express some opinion on 
the subject: In 1890 an act was passed by the Legislature [ chap. 
196] relative to preserving ornamental and shade trees. The 
Selectmen are authorized to designate trees within the limits of the 
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highways for the purpose of ornament and shade, and that they 
shall annually designate such trees as have been selected by them by 
driving into the same a nail or spike with a head with the letter 
“M’” impressed upon it. 

(Section 3 of the act): | Whoever wantonly injures, defaces or 
destroys any trees thus designated, or any of said nails or spikes 
affixed to such trees, shall forfeit not less than five ($5) nor more 
than one hundred dollars ($100). This duty has been attended to 
during the past year by the Selectmen. 

The cost of repairing our highways in many sections of the 
town is very great, owing to the scarcity of good gravel, making it 
a question whether it will not be economy for the town to purchase 
a stone crusher, paying for it by installments out of the annual 
appropriations for the highways. 3 

An appropriation was made at the last annual town meeting 
for improving the street by the Faulkner Manufacturing Company’s 
mills. It was found the work could not be done without exceeding 
the sum raised, and it was decided to await further action of 
the town. 

Last May, while at work on the Lowell road, near Chelmsford> 
a telegraph pole fell on James McGee. Afterwards he claimed 
that he was injured and asked for damages from the town. Acting 
under advice given by counsel, we declined to offer any settlement. 

He has since brought suit against the town for $5000.

' To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Billerica : 
I have been requested by your chairman to make a report of 

the work done on the highway the past year. 


Began work April 1, and gravelled the main road in front of © 
Dane’s blacksmith shop and from the Davis place to Mrs. Woods. 


At Kast Billerica widened and gravelled quite a large piece near 
Richardson School-house, and on the Depot Road leading from 
the Centre to Kast Billerica gravelled from near J. S. Holt’s to the 
old Salem Road and some on the Wilmington Road, gravelled the 
hill from the Underhill Place down to the foot. 

Spent two weeks with scraper and men scraping in the ruts 
and raking stones. . 

Went over most of the roads three times during the summer 
and raked stones. 

Gravelled a long piece from near W. Hutchin’s on the Lowell 
road to the foot of the hill. 

Gravelled some at the North and patched up different places. 
Did a large job at the new bridge, widened, straightened, stoned 
and gravelled from the bridge to the top of the hill. 

Gravelled a large piece from Jones’ Corner to Main Road, and 
put in a culvert. 

Gravelled Farmers’ Lane, gravelled in front of Town Hall from » 
Dane’s to Morey’s store. 

Gravelled a short piece near EK. W. Livingston’s house. 

Stoned and gravelled a piece near B. I’. Crosby’s, gravelled Mit- 
chell’s Hill. | 

Stoned and gravelled a piece in Stewart’s Lane. 

Stoned and gravelled the road at South Billerica from John 
Shephard’s through the woods, put in two culverts on the same, 


stoned and gravelled a piece near the Fowler Place. 
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Stoned and gravelled a piece near Frank Bowman’s, gravelled 
a piece on the Turnpike. 

Blasted out rocks in the road, cut brush, laid over five culverts, 
repaired three bridges, have laid about eight hundred feet of paved 
gutter. 

Besides this, I have earned with town teams $160.00 for work

The additional land as you are now aware was obtained 
by the Selectmen for $1,175. The cost of furnishing which includes 
_ gas fixtures we estimate to be approximately $2500. In the absence 
of any appropriation, Mr. Jaquith and myself have made a some- 
what careful investigation of this subject, and feel warranted in say- 
ing that the amount mentioned will cover. The earth obtained from 
digging the well and excavating for the gasoline generator will 
furnish additional material for grading, and until the work is done 
and the lot cleared, no definite estimate of the cost can be made. If 
as we hope substantially enough material is at hand for doing this 
work the cost will not be excessive. The conditions then are as 
follows :

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If our estimates as above are correct, there will be left available 
for grading $465, unless expenditures now unforeseen are made 
necessary in completion of the work already under way, we shall be 
able to save a small amount from the $32,000 put down as cost of 
building, so that we feel reasonably safe in predicting that the 
entire cost of grading will be covered by this appropriation. It has 
been the purpose of your committee from the outset to make esti 
mates that would fully cover the work that the voters might not 
be committed to any expenditure that has not been understood. 
We are pleased for you and for ourselves that, thus far, we have 
kept entirely within our estimates. While we should not hesitate 
to ask the voters to overlook any mistake in our estimates or in our 
judgment, we have endeavored to give our best efforts to the work 
assigned us to the end that no such necessity might arise. In our 
report of July 16, we stated that the cost of furnishing and grading 
should be provided for at this meeting by direct appropriation or a 
short loan. Had the condition of the town’s finances been such at 
this time as to insure a low tax rate, we should have urged the rais- 
ing of this money by direct appropriation, but as such is not the 
condition, we have asked for the appropriation as specified in the 
warrant under the article now before the meeting. The town has 
time notes, maturing as follows: Balance of this year, $1,590 ; 
1896, $2,000; 1897, $2,000; 1898, $1,500; 1899, $1,000. By 
making these notes payable—$500 in three years, $1,000 in four 
years, $1,000 in five years, it will make the town payments on account 
of notes not over $2,000 in any one year. We believe that the 
town has had faithful work by architects and contractors, and wil] 
have, when completed, a building worth what it will cost with pay- 
ments therefor so distributed as to be easily borne, with a good 
portion of it paid for by those who will enjoy it in years to come.

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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I.—Town MEETINGS. 


Section 1. The annual Town Meeting for the election of 
Town officers, and for other purposes, shall be held on the fourth 
Monday in March of each year. 


Src. 2. The warrants for all Town Meetings shall be directed 
to either of the constables of the town; and meetings shall be 
notified by posting attested copies of the warrant at the Town Hall, 
and in each of the post offices of the town, and in the porches or 
vestibules of the several churches of the town, two Sundays or eight 


days at least before the day of meeting. 


Src. 8. The Town officers which are required by law to be 
chosen by ballot, and their respective terms of office shall be desig- 
nated in the warrant for the annual meeting, and they shall be voted 


for upon one ballot. ' 


Src. 4. At any election, after the balloting has begun, no vote 
fixing the time for closing the polls shall be reconsidered, except for 
the purpose of extending such time. 


Sec. 5. When a question is under debate no motion shall be . 
received, but to lay on the table for the previous question ; to refer, 
or to postpone to a day certain; to commit; to amend; or postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are named. 


Sec. 6. On taking the question if the decision of the moder- 
ator be doubted, or a division of the house be called for by seven 
voters, the moderator shall request all persons in the house to be 
seated, and may appoint tellers. The question shall then be dis- 
tinctively stated, and those voting in the affirmative and negative 
respectfully shall be requested to rise and stand in their places until 
they are counted by the moderator or tellers; and no person shall 


be counted who does not comply with the request to occupy a seat. 
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Sec. 7. Every motion or order which is of a complicated 
nature or an unusual length, shall be reduced to writing, and also 


every other motion whenever the presiding officer shall desire it. 


Szc. 8. Every person speaking shall address the Chair, standing 
and uncovered ; shall confine himself to the question under debate 
and avoid personalities, and no person shall be permitted to speak 
without first obtaining leave of the presiding officer. 


Sec. 9. No person while speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except it be to call to order, to correct a mistake, or to 


give notice of motion to reconsider. 


Src. 10. No person shall speak more than twice on any ques- 
tion without first obtaining leave of the house, except it be to make 
some explanation or correct a mistuke; nor more than once until 
others who have not spoken on the question shall speak if they 
desire it. 3 


Src. 11. No vote shall be reconsidered except upon notice of 
motion for that purpose given within one hour after such vote has 
been passed, and after such notice has been given any person may 
make the motion to reconsider which, to prevail, must receive a 
two-thirds vote. 


Szc. 12. No action involving an appropriation of over $300 
shall be taken on the report of a committee previously appointed, 
unless the report of said committee be specifically called for in the 
warrant. 


Sec. 13. All committees shall be appointed by the Moderator 
unless otherwise directed by the meeting, and in nominations at 


large no person shall nominate more than one member of,a committee. 


Sec. 14. The records of town meetings shall, if required, be 
read by the Town Clerk before adjournment. 


Seu. 15. The duties of the Moderator, not prescribed by the 
statutes or by the foregoing by-laws, shall be determined by the 
general rules of parliamentary law, so far as they may be adapted 


to town meetings. 
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Articue II. 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall have full authority as agents 
of the town to institute and prosecute suits in the name of the town’ 
and to appear and defend suits brought against it unless it is other- 


wise specially ordered by vote of the town. 


Sec. 2. The town may authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
money temporarily in anticipation of the collection of taxes, and to 
give promissory notes therefor on behalf of the town, the same to be 
signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority of the’ 
Selectmen, and all promissory notes of the town shall be executed. 
in like manner. 

Src. 3. Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any deed,

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen once in every 
six months, and as much oftener as they may think proper, to ex- 
amine the books of the Treasurer and ascertain the condition of the 
treasury ; to see that the funds of the town are at all times available 
and that all temporary loans are paid in due season; and they shall 
keep a record of these examinations and report.the result of them 


to the town in connection with the annual report. 


Sec. 5. No money (except state and county taxes, and princi- 
pal and interest on legally authorized town notes) shall be paid by 
the Town ‘Freasurer without a printed or written warrant for the 
same, signed by a majority of the Selectmen. 

Sec. 6. The Town Treasurer shall on or before the fourth day 
of March, annually, render to the Selectmen in writing a full 
account of all his receipts and disbursements for the financial year 


last past. 


Sec. 7. The Selectmen shall annually, at least five days before 
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the antiual meeting, cause to be distributed among the taxpayers of 
the town a detailed report in print of all money received into and 
paid out of the town treasury during the preceding financial 
year, with a statement of the town’s financial condition, which 
report shall be examined and approved by the auditors before 
it is printed. They shall also publish with said report such informa- 
tion and recommendations as they may deem proper, with detailed 
estimates and amounts of money which will be required for the 
current financial year. The report of the Treasurer’s and Collector’s 
accounts shall also be printed annually with the Selectmens’ report. 
Each valuation of estates made by the Assessors, or an abstract 
thereof, shall be printed and distributed in pamphlet within six 


months after the same shall be made. 


Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen. between the 
first day of September and the thirty-first day of December in each 
year, to select and designate shade trees in accordance with the 
provision of Chapter 196 of the Statutes of 1890, and amendments 
thereto. 

Src. 9. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to keep a book 
of records for the sole purpose of recording the location of all high- 
ways and townways that are, or may, in future, be laid out within 
the town with an index thereto. 

Sxc. 10. There shall be chosen at the annual meeting three 
Auditors, who shall examine the books and accounts of all officers 
and committees of the town entrusted with the receipt, custody, or 
expenditure of money, and all original bills and vouchers on which 
moneys have been, or may be paid from the treasury. They shall 
have free access to such books, accounts, bills and vouchers as often 


as once a month, and may make examination thereof ; and they shall 
examine the same, at least. once in each year, and shall annually 


report, in writing to the town, as to the correctness of all such 
books, accounts. bills and vouchers. 
Src. 11. For the preservation and care of lots in public 


burial places ot the town: The Treasurer shall receive and give the 
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depositor a receipt for any sum of money not exceeding $500.00, 
that may be deposited with him for the care of any particular lot, 
to be expended in the manner directed by the depositor, or under 
direction of the cemeteries committee, the lots to be credited with the 
amount and debited whenever any expenditure is made. That when 
the sum so received be $50.00 or more, it shall be deposited in one 
or more institutions for savings, or loaned to some city or town in 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the income thereof be 
annually credited to the lot.

Section 1. The financial year shall begin with the first day 
of March in each year, and end with the last day of February in

the fifth day of August in each year. 


Src. 3. All taxes assessed in each year, except poll taxes, shall 
be paid on or before November first.

Sec. 4. In all cases when the taxes are not paid at the time 
specified in Section 8. it shall be the duty of the collector to 
issue a summons to each delinquent stating the amount due, and that 
unless the same be paid within ten days with twenty cents for the 
summons, the Collector will proceed to collect the same according to. 


law. It shall then be the «luty of the Collector to so proceed at onee’ 
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Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Collector to have the sub- 
stance of Section 3 printed on all tax bills. 


Src. 6. It shall be the duty of the Collector to pay over to the 
Town Treasurer all taxes by him collected at least once in two 
_ weeks until the collection is completed. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Collector to complete and 
make up an account of the collection of all taxes committed to him, 
and present the same to the Selectmen for settlement on or before

ArtTicLeE IV.—Pusuic Ways. 


Seotion 1. No building shall be moved over any public road 
or way in the town without a written permit being obtained from 
the Selectmen, and any person who shall not comply with such 
restrictions as the Selectmen shall think publie security requires them 
to set forth in any permit shall forfeit and pay for every such offense 
the sum of $10; provided, that the Selectmen shall in no case grant 
a permit for the removal of any building whatsoever which in the 
course of its removal will be likely to damage or destroy any trees 
or shrubs the property of individuals, whether standing in the road 
or in the fields, unless the consent of such individuals is first 
obtained. 


Sxc. 2. If any building shall be removed over or through any 
public street or square, the owner of such building and the person 
or persons moving the same, shall be jointly and severally liable to 
the town for all damages, cost and expenses for which the town may 
be liable or which they may be compelled to in consequence of such 


removal or of any obstruction, encumbrance or injury caused thereby. 


Src. 3. Whoever shall pasture any cattle, horses, or other 
animals, either with or without a keeper, upon any street or way in 
the town shall forfeit a sum not less than $2 nor exceeding $10 for | 
each violation thereof; provided, that nothing herein contained shall 
affect the right of a person to the use of the land within the limits of

a street or way adjoining his own premises. 
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ARTICLE V.—TRUANCY. 


Srction 1. The town of Billerica hereby avails itself of the 
several provisions of the statutes of this Commonwealth now in 
force relating to habitual truants and absentees from school; and, in 
pursuance of authority conferred thereby, adopts the following 
by-laws. 

Src. 2. All children between the ages of seven and fifteen 
years, residing in said town, and who may be found meandering 
about in the streets or public places of said town, having no lawful 
occupation or business, not attending school and growing up in 
ignorance, shall be committed to the Middlesex County Truant 
School at North Chelmsford for confinement, instruction and 
discipline. 

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of every Truant Officer previous 
to making any complaint under these laws to notify the truant or 
absentee from school, also his parents, or guardian, of the offence 
committed, and of the penalty therefor, and if the Truant Officer can 
obtain satisfactory pledges for the restraint and reformation of the 
child he may at his discretion forbear to prosecute so long as such 
pledges are faithfully kept. 

Src. 5. It shall be the duty of the school committee, the 
teachers of the public schools, and the citizens generally, to aid the 
Truant Officers as far as possible in the discharge of their duties. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Truant Officers to keep a 
full account of their official acts, and make an annual report thereof 
to the school committee, who shall publish the same with their own 
report. 

Src. 7. Nothing in these by-laws shall be so construed as to 
alter or impair the obligation and duty of teachers to enforce 
punctuality and regularity of attendance, and to preserve good order 


and discipline. 4 
ARTICLE VI.—Ponick REGULATIONS. 


SecTION 1. Whoever shall, at any time, without ‘the permis- 
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sion of the Selectmen, discharge any firearms,fcannon, India crack- 
ers, torpedoes, or other explosive articles in any street or way, near 
any vehicle passing thereon, or any dwelling-house, except in per- 
formance of some legal duty, shall forfeit a sum not less than $1 
nor more than $10 for each offence. 


Sec. 2. Whoever shall behave in any indecent or disorderly 
manner, or use profane, indecent, threatening, or insulting language 
in any public place, or on any sidewalk or street in the town, or near 
any house, to the annoyance or disturbance of any other person 
there being or passing in a peaceable manner, shall forfeit ard pay 


not less than $2 nor more than $20 for each offence. 


Sec. 3. All idle and disorderly children who -shall misspend 
their time in the streets or fields during school hours, all persons 
who shall, by day or night, congregate noisily in, or about, the 
streets, stores, or public places of the town, or disturb the public 
quiet, by the unauthorized ringing of the church bells, or, who shall, 
at any time, deface, pull down or injure any building, fence, placard 
or sign, or other structure in this town, not under his own rightful 
control, or shall trespass on any property, real or personal, or wrong- 
fully remove therefrom, or injure thereon, any tree, plant, or shrub, 
fruit, or vegetable, or who shail create any disturbance of, or in any 
lawful meeting of the citizens of this town, shall, for each and every 


one of such offences be severally liable to a fine not exceeding $20. 


Src. 4. Whoever shall affix with paste, or by any other 
means, any Dill, placard, or notice, or shall write any figures, words, 
or devices to or upon any building, fence, telegraph or telephone 
pole, or wall in the town, where the owner or occupant shall have 
posted a notice forbidding the same, or shall make any indecent | 
drawing or writing upon any fence, tree, building or structure in 
any public place shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than $2 nor 
more than $10 for each offence. 

Whoever shall coast or slide upon a sled or other like

notice has been put up by the Sclectmen forbidding the same) shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not less than $1 nor more than $5 for each 
offence. 


Sxo. 6. No person shall bathe or swim in any public or ex- 


posed place in the town without a proper covering to the body. 


Src. 7. No person shall play at ball or throw balls, stones, 
- snowballs or other missiles within or upon any of the streets or public 
places of the town. or play at any game obstructing free passage in 
the same. 


Src. 8. All penalties or forfeitures recovered for breach of any 
of these by-laws shall be paid into the town treasury for the use 
of the town. 


Suc. 9. Any judge or justice of any Police Court in the 
County of Middlesex and any trial justice in said county, shall have 
jurisdiction of the offences mentioned in these by-laws and authority 
to enforce the same; any town constable or police officer shall make 
arrests and serve warrants and other processes necessary for the 
enforcement of the same, and the costs and fees shall be the same as 


allowed in criminal prosecutions before said courts or magistrates. 


Src. 10. Every violation of any of these by-laws, except when, 
the penalty is specially stated, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $2 nor more than $20; and it shall be the duty of the Selectmen, 
constables and police officers to prosecute every violation of all 
by-laws. 

ARTICLE VII. 


Srction 1. All existing by-laws or votes of the town which 
conflict with, or are inconsistent with these by-laws, are hereby 
repealed.

The Board of Health respectfully submit their annual report, 
as follows: 

As no appropriation was made at the town meeting, held 
March 18, 1895, for the expenses of the Board of Health, the mem- 
bers of it have given their time and service, whenever required. 

We would recommend, however, that one hundred dollars be 
appropriated for the ensuing year, to cover any necessary expense. 

We have, from time to time, inspected wells. cess-pools and 
vaults, and made analysis of drinking water, both in the Centre and 
North village, and have advised such clean+ing and changes of con- 
struction as seemed to be demanded in the interest of health. — 

We cannot too earnestly call attention to the importance of 
keeping the drinking water free from all pollution, by drainage, 
from cess-pools or vaults. 

There is especial danger from this source in the North village 
and some sickness has resulted from it the past year. 

Billerica should be one of the healthiest towns in the state, and 
we hope to have the hearty co-operation of the owners of property, 


in our efforts to prevent disease.

BILLERICA HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


The Billerica Historical Society organized in 1894, has recently 
been incorporated according to the laws of the state, and the 


necessary documents were received on Friday, February 21. 
The past year has been fruitful in events important to Billerica. 


According to the census of 1895, the population of the town — 
is 2,580, an increase in ten years of 419, or 19.39 per cent. 


On Tuesday, May 28, the new liberty pole was raised on the 
common. This beautiful stick of timber came from the far off State 
of Oregon, and was part of a shipload of similar sticks that came to. 
Boston by way of Cape Horn. 


In this connection it is interesting to note the origin of the 
' liberty-pole in this country. In contemporary newspapers for ten 
years preceding the commencement of our revolutionary struggle, 
liberty-poles and trees, and flags of various devices are frequently 
mentioned. 


At the South part of the town (Boston) the trees, for which 
many have so great a veneration, were decorated with the ensign of 
loyalty. On the largest tree was fixed with large deck nails, that it 
might last, as a poet said, “ like oaken bench to perpetuity,” a copper 
plate, with these words stamped thereon in golden letters, “‘ The tree 
of Liberty, Aug. 14, 1765.” 

After the repeal of the Stamp Act in 1766, the people in New 
York put up a liberty-pole in the fields on which was inscribed “The 
King, Pitt, and Liberty.” 

The soldiers openly insulted the people and cut down their liberty 
pole. On Dec. 17, 1765, Andrew Oliver, of Boston, distributor of 
stamps, resigned his office in presence of the Selectmen and over 
2,000 people, at the liberty-tree. 
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This tree was cut down by British soldiers in the winter of 
1775-76. It stood on Washington Street, opposite Boylston 
Street, where now stands a building called the Liberty-tree block. 





On August 15, at the residence of Mr. Edward J. Hill, the two- 
hundredth anniversary of the Indian Massacree at North Billerica, 
was commemorated by an address by Capt. Paul F. Nason, and 
other appropriate exercises in presence of a large number of the 
citizens of this and other towns. 

On October 15th, the electric cars from Lowell first came to 
Billerica Centre. They had been running about two years to North 
Billerica, to the great convenience of the people of that village. 

On November 8th, the new ’own Hall, finished at a cost of 
$37,190, was dedicated with appropriate ceremonies. An address 
was delivered by Rev. Minot J. Savage of Boston. A large audi- 
ence filled the auditorium, and the town officers of this and other 
towns, and other invited guests occupied the stage. A dinner 
served in the banquet ball and a ball in the evening pleasantly 
closed the exercises. | 

On Tuesday, December 10, electric cars from Reading first 
appeared in Billerica, and the road has been fairly well patronized 
through the winter. 

At North Billerica, the new street from the head of Lowell 
Street, to the Fordway, will greatly improve the appearance of that 
village. The erection of the large brick building on their premises 
by the Talbot Manufacturing Co., and other improvements, give 
evidence of the prosperity and enterprise of this corporation. 

By the courtesy of the Selectmen, the Historical Society insert 


these few notes in the town report.

keport of the School Committee. 


To the Citizens of Billerica: 


In accordance with the laws and customs of this honored Com- 
monwealth, the following annual school report is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

It will be remembered that in attending to the duties of their 
office your committee have been governed by those motives which 
have for their object the greatest good to the greatest number, and 
that, as a board of directors, the superintendent included, they have 
endeavored in all cases to act unitedly and in substantial agreement. 
Realizing the importance of the trust confided to them, their aim 
has been to promote, with equal and impartial administration, the 
welfare of all the schools under their immediate care. 

To this end they have given their conscientious service through_ 
out the year. In addition to their regular monthly meetings for the 
transaction of school business, they have held various special meet- 
ings. Their visitation of schools and conferences with teachers have 
been frequent, they have welcomed all friendly suggestions and criti- 
cisms, and in the review of another year they are pleased to report 
that, to the best of their knowledge, the work of education and 
training as conducted in our thirteen common schools has been main- 


tained with commendable zeal, and in the main, with gratifying 


results. 
The only changes in our corps of teachers have been the resig- 


nation at the close of the spring term, of Miss Burrage and the 
election of Miss M. A. Sampson as teacher of the Talbot Primary 
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School; and following the resignation of Miss Battles in November, 
the election of Miss Annie E. Doughty, a graduate of the Farming- 
ton, Maine, Normal School, as teacher of the grammar department 
and principal of the Talbot Schools. At the opening of the fall 
term Miss Kate A. Brown was placed in charge of the Union Hall 
Intermediate School. In all other schools the teachers remain as 
by previous appointment. 

We have noticed but few interruptions and consequent loss of 
time from the prevalence, as in other years, of contagious diseases. 
In general, good health has prevailed throughout the community, 
and as will be seen from the superintendent’s report, the average of 
attendance and scholarship has been excellent. | 

The appropriations so generously voted have been judiciously 
expended. In addition to the repairs indicated in our last report as 
needful, various repairs and improvements not included in our esti- 
mates, yet involving considerable outlay have been made, and a 
portion of Union Hall, under lease of one year, has been temporarily 
furnished to accommodate an intermediate school of the third, 
fourth and fifth grades. The organizition of such a school was 
deemed expedient, if not necessary, in order to relieve the somewhat 
crowded rooms of the Talbot Building, as also to accommodate resi- 
dents in the Northerly part of the Village. If our expenditures 
have exceeded our appropriation fund the deficit is readily accounted 
for in the unexpected outlays attending the opening of this school; 
in the extra amount of fuel required for heating so large a room ; 
in the plastering of the basement at the Pollard School, in the 
fencing of grounds at the Hill School, and other minor repairs and 
improvements not anticipated, but found to be necessary. 


There is still room for improvement in the care and sanitary 
condition of our school buildings; and on account of the more 


stringent rulings regarding the care of buildings in which steam 
boilers are operated there will be need in this direction of increased 
expenditure. Retrenchment in school expenses might well begin by 


a return to the more primitive methods of heating. 


5 
ADDITIONAL SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION. 


Basing their judgment on the rate of increase in number of 
pupils during the past four years, and the evident trend towards ex- 
pansion of manufacturing and business industries, your committee 
believe the time has arrived when definite action should be taken 
towards the provision of more permanent and suitable school 
accommodations at North Billerica. The present arrangement at 
Union Hall is not as economical as might be, and we are grati- 
fied that the committee appointed a year ago are to report the result 
of their inquiries at our approaching annual meeting. 

This committee is composed of the following citizens: C. H. 
Kohlrausch, Jr., Bert Sheldon, Bernard Kearney, Joseph Talbot, 
and Arthur W. Holden. 


SUPERINTENDENCE. 


At the annual meeting of committees held in Bedford, April 20, 
1895, Lewis T. McKenney was re-elected superintendent of the dis- 
trict embracing the towns of Billerica, Bedford, Burlington and 
Lincoln. By vote his salary was increased to $1,790.00, of which 
amount Billerica’s share is $875.00, or, as in the apportionment of 
time, just one-half. The revenue from the state on account of 
superintendence is $625.00 reducing the actual cost to $250.00; cer- 
: tainly a moderate expense in consideration of the valuable services 
rendered by our superintendent. 

The relations of your committee to the Howe School, by state 
allowance, also our High School, continue much the same as hereto- 
fore. By the terms of endowment its control is limited exclusively 
to the Board of Trustees ; the responsibilites of the School Committee, 
aside from its supervision in common with our lower schools, being con- 
fined mainly to visitation, suggestion and inquiry. Ata joint meeting 
held subsequent to the resignation of its late Principal, the statement 
was made by the Trustees that fidelity to their trust would admit of

no material change in its government. The funds were ample and 
it was asserted that the school would be maintained as a High School 
free of cost to the town. and under such management as would meet 
with the approval of Superintendent and Committee. There is evi- 
dence we think, of well advised action on the part of the Trustees 
in their choice of an able Principal, in the revision of the curriculum 
and other changes now in progress or contemplation. 

The future of Billerica will demand more and better schools 
than we have,—let them come as they are needed, and as the town 
can provide for them. 3 

We have in all nine graded and four ungraded or district 
schools, with an enrollment of 518 pupils. 

It cannot be affirmed, however, that in all these schools the 
work of the year has been equally successful. 

The ideal of teaching, as of school management, is yet far in 
advance of present attainment. Many theories and methods await, 
no doubt, the opportunity for development, and with the best of 
systems there is room for question and criticism. It may be that 
according to our graded system promotion is sometimes delayed, and. 
scholars of exceptional aptitude are hindered by the dullness of 
others. We make no claim to perfection; nevertheless, along the 
lines of studies pursued, not excepting the department of music 
under the vigorous direction of Mr. J. Avison Baker, we are confi- 
dent that in the majority of our schools there is evidence of marked 
progression. 

Certainly, our educational advantages were never so good as at 
the present time. Never in its history, we believe. has the town of 
Billerica provided so liberally for its schools, and if the results are 
not commensurate,—if in some of our schools progress is slow and 
the aivancement of pupils less rapid than could be desired. to what 
shall we ascribe the cause? Before entering their complaints against 
teachers, systems, or committees, would it not be eminently proper 
for parents and scholars to ask themselves if the fault is not, to a 
great extent their own,—are they making the best and the most pos- 
sible of their advantages? 


' 


As in building, so in teaching, the quality of the material 
supplied has much to do with the character of the work performed. 
Teachers are not responsible for outside influence or lack of home 
‘training. Co-operation also on the part of parents with teachers is 
another essential to success in the school-room. Where these con- 
ditions are wanting. where distrust is the settled purpose, and 
children so far from being restrained, are encouraged in their oppo- 
sition to all school authority, it is evident that the progress of pupils 
in their studies and behavior will fall short of their privileges and 
the highest advantages provided by state and town will avail them 
little. 

Parents, who in the presence of children, speak ill of teachers, 
and in other ways manifest their prejudice as well as disrespect, can 
hardly realize the pernicious influence of their example, and they 
must utterly fail to see that the recoil of such a policy is wholly to 
their disadvantage. 

Your Committee are constrained to the belief that numerous 
unjust and censorious criticisms have emanated from this unworthy 
source ; from the prejudice, impatience and defection of those whose 
ideal of teaching and of school management are as yet unrealized. 
They cannot too strongly express their disapproval of such criticism 
while they deplore its demoralizing effect upon scholars, and, “ with 
malice towards none, with charity for all,” they recommend to 

.parents the practice of the opposite policy; the cultivation of for- 
pearance and such acquaintance with teachers as may assure them of 


their confidence and hearty co-operation.

School Committee. 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of Billerica: 


GENTLEMEN—In presenting my fifth annual report of Billerica 
Schools I wish to say that your interest in the schools and your care 
in keeping the school buildings and grounds in a comfortable and 
attractive condition has been gratifying and encouraging to myself 
and the teachers, and I believe has not been unappreciated by the 
pupils. I am sure that the appearance of the buildings has furnished 
an object lesson in tidiness and thrift that can but have a salutary 
influence upon them. I believe the town’s people are not unmindful 
of this proper care of school property and the comfort thus secured 
to their children. 

The opening of the Intermediate School in Union Hall, as sug- 
gested in my last report, has relieved the crowded condition of the 
Talbot Intermediate and Sub-Grammar Schools, and also the Union 
Hall Primary, which would otherwise have been overcrowded this 
year. 

The six schools at the North now number from thirty-two to 
forty-four pupils each, and as there are but two grades in a room, 
except the Union Hall Intermediate, which consists of three grades, 
they are in the best condition for good work of any schools in town, 
and we have a right to expect corresponding results from them. 
The opening of the Union Hall Intermediate School furnishes also 
quite improved accommodations to people living on the north side of 
the river, as no pupils now, below the sixth grade, cross the river to 
attend school. Although this school has labored under the dis- 


advantages of occupying a room twice the size of its requirements, 
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furnished with movable seats, that have been a source of no little 
annoyance, it has been admirably conducted by the teacher, and the 
pupils have made excellent progress. The heating of this large hall 


has of course been expensive. 
CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


But three changes and one addition have been made to the 
teaching force below the High School during the year. Consequent- 
ly the school work has suffered but little interruption from this 
source, and. under the direction of faithful and efficient teachers, 


has been successful and progressive. 
ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance has improved this year, the average for all the 
schools based on the average membership being 92.91 per cent., as 
compared with 91.57 per cent. last year. This is practically an aver- 
age of 93 per cent. and compares very favorably with the average 
for the state, which is but 91 per’cent. The schools having an 


average of 95 per cent. or more, are as follows: 


Union Hall Intermediate, 96.11 per cent. 
Talbot Intermediate, 95.77 per cent. 
Pollard Grammar, 95.23 per cent. 
richardson, 95.16 per cent. 


All the others have over 90 per cent. except the Talbot Sub- 
_ Grammar, which has 86.95. 

Prompt and regular attendance at school is a matter of no 
slight importance. It fixes right habits of punctuality and leads to 
a proper appreciation of time. Parents, of course, are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the attendance of the children, but teachers can also do 
much to improve it. Here, as in all lines of school work, parents 
and teachers should act in sympathy. | 

The two potent forces working for the child’s welfare are the 
home and the school. When these forces are antagonistic little 
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progress can be made; when they are co-operative the very best re- 
sults will follow. The school training can, at best, only supplement 
the home training; it can never take its place. The home influence 
is unquestionably the stronger and may be made to wholly subvert 
the school influence. These two forces that mean so much to the 
ehild—upon which depends the welfare of the community and the 
safety of the country—should never be opposed to each other.

with mutual understanding. To this end it is incumbent upon 
teachers to improve every opportunity to become acquainted with 
the parents and the home life of their pupils. On the other hand, 
it is no less the duty of parents to know the teachers, whom they, in 
reality, employ and pay to aid them in the education of their child- 
ren, and, as far as possible, to acquaint themselves with the manage. 
ment of the schoo]. Beyond their opportunity to do this, they 
should have confidence in the right purpose and good judgment of 
the teacher, as against the narrow and biased judgment, and con- 
sequent often incorrect reports of the child, bearing ever in mind 
that the child’s welfare and not his will must be made paramount. 
This common interest and common object should appeal strongly to 
parents to co-operate heartily with the teachers to secure the greatest 


benefit to their children. 
THE SCHOOL. LIBRARIES. 


The interest in the school libraries continues. Pupils have 
manifested much interest in the books and have made good use of 
what they have. The Crosby School has added materially to its 
library with the income from its funds. I trust the other schools may 
receive aid and encouragement in adding more books to the small 
numbers they now have. Anything that friends of the schools 
may do in this line will be highly appreciated by the pupils and 


will, I believe, prove to be seed sown on good ground. 
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HOWE SCHOOL. 


The sudden death of Mr. Tucker, who had served as the faith- 
ful and efficient principal of the Howe School for over twenty-five 
years, was a cause of deep sorrow to the whole community, in 
which he was universally held in high esteem. In his death, society 
lost a worthy member, education a zealous worker and earnest advo- 


cate, and many of us a beloved, personal friend.

Mr. Jones, elected to the principalship last fall, and his efficient 
assistant, Miss Stevens, are conducting the school in an excellent 
manner, and securing good results. 

The discipline and spirit is good and pupils are industrious and 
interested in the school. Mr, Jones has prepared a scheme of 
studies, embracing three courses, that are as liberal as the present 
condition of the school will permit. 

The Latin-English course aims to furnish a practical education 
of four years to all pupils who can attend that length of time, and 
who do not intend to continue their studies beyond the high school. 
The Classical course aims to fit pupils to enter any New England 
college. The English course furnishes a course of three years to 
pupils for whom Latin is not desirable, and who do not care to con- 
tinue their studies for a longer time. The courses are appended to - 
this report. 

MUSIC. 


The musical instruction has been conducted during the year as 
usual under the earnest direction of Mr. Baker, supplemented by the 
faithful work of the regular teachers with good results. 

It ought to be a matter of much gratification to all parents that 
their children have the advantage of musical instruction, successfully 


conducted by an able teacher. 
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DRAWING. 


The teachers in the fall term began the use of an excellent out- 
line in drawing by Mr. Henry T. Bailey, state agent of drawing, 
prepared especially for rural schools. Already an improvement in 
this line of work appears over that done under the Prang system 
which has been in use. The present system requires the use of 
drawing paper instead of drawing. books, and thus, while it is 
conducive to better results, it is less expensive. 

As the question of the utility of drawing as a subject 
of study in the public schools has been raised by intelligent and 
thoughtful people, it may not be out of place to mention its advan- 
tages here. It is not the aim of the study in the public schools to 
make artists of the pupils; but, I believe, if properly taught in all 
the grades below the high school. most children will acquire 
sufficient proficiency in it to enable them to express their knowledge 
of many things that they could not portray with words. Thev may 


learn to use it to advantage in later life in mechanics, carpentry, 


_ science, and other lines of work. It is, in fact,a second language, 


and more effective than the language of words. But aside from its 
direct, practical utility, it is the best possible means of cultivating 
the important power of observation. It teaches the pupil to look 
carefully, and to see accurately, and whatever makes a child see 
makes him think. It cultivates too the esthetic side of the child’s 
nature which has been too much neglected. It teaches him to see 
and appreciate the beautiful in nature, which was created for no 
other purpose than to be seen and appreciated. Its value to the 


child depends almost wholly upon the nature of the instruction, as is 


the case with all subjects of study. But that it has a real value and 


a rightful place in the school curriculum there can be no question. | 
CHANGES IN BOOKS. 


The introduction of Fry’s series of geographies has been com- 
pleted. The plan of these books leads the pupils to get the thought 
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rather than the words of the text, and are thus conducive to 
amore thoughtful comprehension of geography than any books we 
have before used on the subject, and the study has become at once 
more interesting and more profitable. 

The introduction of new arithmetics has also been oon plese by 
putting into the schools Southworth’s Essentials of Arithmetic, 
Book II. Both books in this series furnish a large amount of drill 
work, present clear solutions and explanations of principles, and 
give the best and most practical methods of work in all subjects of 
arithmetic to be found in any books with which I am acquainted. 

With better text books in geography and arithmetic the work 
in these subjects is improving. Montgomery’s United States His- 
tories have also been placed in the hands of pupils in addition to 
other histories in use, and, under the plan of teaching this subject 


outlined in my last report, better results are secured. 


I am deeply grateful to the people of Billerica and to the chil- 
dren for their many manifestations of good will and respect. 

I thank the teachers for their loyalty and co-operation, and as- 
sure them that I am not unappreciative of the fact that whatever 
successful results have been secured are due largely to their earnest 
work. 

I thank the members of this committee for your continued con- 
fidence and courtesy.
